DIVORCES. 


.. Yesterday was « snd day in the Court House; 
Mite endness all the deeper for the ‘grotesque 


touches of humor which lit up the misery of 
"| the proceedings in the various court rooms. It 
was divorce day and some seventy odd unhappy 
and mismated couples came before the judges 
to tell their tale of woe, to have their chains 
stricken off as a general rule, or ina few cases 
to have their. prayers denied or their cases taken 
under advisement. 

Why should the judges be called’ on to act 
as household arbiters? In all the seventy cases 
| preeented yésterday there was not a single 
legal point involved, nothing that ‘called for 
any. judicial Jearning or authority. Buta 
divorce case is expected to occupy the judicial 
mind as fully a& a land case or @ libel case, and 
it does not seem to have occurred to anybody | 
that marriages can be dissolved by ‘any other 
legal process than going through a trial at law. 

Now since marriages are dissolyed, as a mat- 
ter of fact, by the mere will and consent of the 


man and wife, it seems only reasonable that we 


should recognize the facts and adjust dur insti- 
tutions to them, .The only legal] notice taken of 
& marriage in this city, for instance, is by the 
recorder, A couple who flave obtained from 
him the necessary license have gone through all 
the formula the law requires. 

Why, then, should not the same functionary 
have controlof the divorce business? It would 
be much easier, simpler and cheaper to have 
the disgruntied couple come, not into court, but 
into the recorder’s office, return the license and 
the certificate and say ‘“‘We want this deed can- 
celed,” just as any other deed is canceled. 
Thereby would much scandal, expense, ill-feel- 
ing and delay be avoided, and the practical re- 
sultant under the new rule would be even the 
same as now, when three score and ten divorces 
are recorded in a day. 


EPIDEMIC OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 

‘‘No day without its embezzlement” seems to 
be the rule now. Pretty soon, instead of read- 
ing the customary headline about the bank di- 
rectors being surprised by the disappearance of 
the trusted cashier, we may expect to read that 
the directors are surprised whenever they close 
the day's work without discovering a defalca- 
tion. What is gopularty called ‘an epidemic 
of embezzlement” is upon us; embezzlements 
and swindles are numerous and increasing, and 
inasmuch as suspected people are seldom troub- 
led with large amounts of cash, the’ swifilers 
invariably belong to the class whom no one 
would suspect. 

This epidemic of rascality will be found to be 
closely connected not with any atmospheric 


' conditions, nor with the perusal of cheap litera- 


ture, nor with the spread of Ingersollism, as 
might be supposed, It is directly traceable to 
the decline in stocks and the consequent oblit- 
eration of margins. This has prevented many 
good men from returning the money they had 
temporarily borrowed without seourity or with- 
out the owner's consent. a 
There is no use in pretending to be in a high 


' state of indignation over this rascality, because 


nobody is seriously indignant about it. Public 
opinion does not condemn defaulters and em- 
bezzlers; public opinion does not care one way 
or the other, and, except among the people who 
have lost their money, there does not seem to 
be any other sentiment except that it is about 
what one might expect. 
Under such circumstances the only safe recom- 
mendation to make is that people who have 
money should keep a close watch upon it. Since 
rascality appears dnly among people who are 
trusted with money, the safe rule is not to trust 
people with money; to count the cash; tomain- 
tain a system of checks and of accountability. 
With this and with an occasional embezzler sen- 
tenced to,the Penitentiary, we may expect em- 
bezalements to diminish in number, particularly 
with the return of flush times and high prices. 


A DEAD BEAT GOVERNMENT. 

A local paragraph of six lines in yesterday's 
Post-Dispatcs, telling of an ordinary inci- 
dent of the streets of St. Louis, shows our 
city Government in the light of a most shame- 
less sponge and dead beat, and filling this role 
at the expense of a poor and most deserving 
class of women. The item was as follows: + 

At 1 o'clock this morging Officer Lahan found a 
white male infant twenty-four hours old in the 
alley between O'Fallon street and Cass avenue and 
Eighth and Ninth streets. The baby was wrapped 
in an old woolen shawl. The officer turned it over 
te St. Ann's Asylum, Tenth and O'Fallon’ streets.
